As there were 
only 3000 ‘troops in Bilbao, reinforce- 
ments were urgently summoned. Tne 
infantry charged a number of the bar- 
ricades, the strikers defended them 
with reckless courage, and despérate

SUCCBSSFUL BUILDINGS’ TRIAL.

It is expect- 
that resolutions embodying the ap- 
peal of thé convention to the Federal 
government will be ready for presen- 
tation tomorrow. 

Judge Robert 8. Taylor, member of 
the Mississippi River Commission, was 
the first speaker, delivering an address 
on the “Opening and Development of 
the Levee System.“ 

George H. 
man of the National Irrigation Asso- 
clation, delivered the principal address 
on the Relation of Forestry and Irri- 
gation to the Levee Problem. 

He contended that levees were but 
a single feature of the great 


_sippi River problem, and that levees 


alone, or works of mere river improve- 
ments would never insure the protec- 
tion of the communities in the lower 
Mississippi Valley from floods or pre- 
serve the navigability of the river, and 
neither would any system of artificial 
reservoirs in the arid region, however 
complete, by itself alone, ever accom- 
plish this purpose, or serve as a sub- 
stitute for a levee system. Compre- 
hensive levee and reservoir systems 
are both necessary, and, in addition, 
the forest cover, to check the rapid 
run off, must be preserved and ex- 
tended over vast areas by a great na- 
tional forestry system, which would 
not only preserve and perpetuate ex- 
isting forests, but reforest all lands 
where the forests have been destroyed, 
and create millions of acres of new for- 
ests in the great plains region. 

In commenting On the close relation 
between forests, irrigation, rerservoirs 
and floods, Maxwell said: 

„A kreat forest fire in Montane in- 
creages the danger of a crevasse in 
some great levee on the lower Missis- 
sippi in future floods. The planting 
of forests in Western N will 
help to make safer from overflow the 
home of the Louisiana sugar planter. 
The storage of water in Yellowstone 
Lake tends to reduce the crest of the 
flood on the lower river, when it is 
slowly crawling inch by inch up the 
last foot of the levee. f we 
preserve all the forests we now ve, 
over every acre drained by the Mis- 
sissippi River, and reforest those that 
have been destroyed, and plant new 
forests in the great plains region and

AMMING THE OCEAN 

AT PLAYA DEL REY ; 

OLD NEPTUNE DEFIED BY GREAT 

WOODEN THUNDERBOLTS. 
Building Gate Through Which it is 
Intended the Sea Shall Pass Only at 
Man’s Pleasure—Operations of Grading 
and Dredging. 


PLAYA DEL REY, Oct. 28.—The un- 
profane occupation of damming the 
Pacific Ocean is in progress at the 
@pproach of the new wharf. A gang 
of twenty-eight men under Contrac- 
tor J. D. Mercereau is driving rows of 
square: piles along the sides of the 
channel, where the sea at the changes 
of the tides now flows in and out. This 
work is in connection with a gate 
which is about to be constructed by 
the same outfit. Square piles will be 
driven close together in a row across 
the channel and cut close to the bot- 
tom at low tide so as to leave a gate- 
way broad enough for the passage of 
launches of considerable size. It is 
intended to have in the gap a gate 
working an ball bearings that, when 
closed, will prevent the sea from going 
into or out of the lagoon. A good dea! 
of interest is shown in the question of 
how the scheme will’ work. 

Among other improvements now in 
progress here are the grading of a 
roadway leading from the lower levels 
up on to the hill and the operations of 
A suction dredge. The dredge is work- 
ing in the lagoon near the channel 
which is about to be dammed by the 
Mercereau outfit. The mud of the bot- 
tom is stirred with water, and the 
mixture is pumped through a long 
pipe which carries the matter to the 
low ground back of the trolley 
station. The earth fills that space 
while the water runs away.
